During the week ended June 5, 18 cases of smallpox with 1 death 
and a total of 32 cases present were reported at Libau. At Riga 23 
cases of typhus fever and a total of 89 cases present were reported 
during the same week. 

Examination of water taken from the Dnieper River at Alexan- 
drovsk and Kief shows cholera bacilli. 

The steamship Lituania, which sailed from Libau May 24, ran on a 
reef on the north coast of Scotland and put in at New Castle. The 
steamship Russia will take the passengers of the Lituania to New 
York.
